The l<ady-oommls8ary Gorokhoff, as 
•he Is kilbwn to her friends, or the "Red 
Rasputin," the aignlflcant nick-nun* 
which she has earned from her enemies, 
to-day, the « most Intriguing and 
talked-of!.'i>€ir8ohaIl^y in Russia, U not 
in the whole of Europe. 

Accepted Large Bribe. 
Lenin Is completely under her sway. 
Violent dissensions have occurred 
among the People's Commissaries over 
the "Red Rasputin," but still she con 
tlnues in her metoeric career. Early In 
November LUnatcharsky, at a meeting 
of the Council of Commissaries, vio- 
lently reproached Lenin for protecting 
her, but without effect. , Charged with 
accepting a bribe -. .of half a. million 
rubles from a religious society ns con- 
sideration for protecting the relies of 
orthodox saints, this amazing adven- 
turess calmly refused point-blank to 
appear before the commission of cp- 
qulry. 

The daughter of a humble peasant of 
the Ukraine, even In the undeihocrit'c 
days of Czardom, with her unique 
beauty and giftod .personality, Ôlga 
Gorokhoff compelled public attention. 
Her writings were acclaimed by Maxim 
□orky; her beauty attracting, the at- 
tention even or the fastidious court at' 
the Taorskoe-Selo, In, fact, . an. invita- 
tion to the Imperial Palace already had 
been extended' to her,. when it .was, dis- 
covered by the secret' police that the? 
fair Olga was' consorting ylth a dan- 
gerous group of anarchists. 

Seemingly by à miracle she escaped 
banishment -to the {"eait mines of .Si- 
beria.^ .'In. the new Russia of to-day, 
while Olga numbers'among her devotnd 
admIrere,(tho most„powerful .chiefs of 
the Spviets, ^'she ihajs; made .mahyrda'n- 
arerouB erfemlea.' ' ~ ' .

Justice ' is 
rapid and effective in Russia nowadays,

Her ijersbnttllty Is strangely akin to 
that of'RastiutIn, the ex-horse-ntealcr 
from Pokrovsky, who.sc sinister In- 
fluence was to cost the Czar hla life 
and throne. . 

The "Red Rasputin" Is a unique typo 
of Russian beauty. Unlike her some- 
what burly compatriots, she is slim 
and graceful of figure,' with tiny hand's' 
and beautiful feet. Of dark olive, al- 
most swarthy, complexion and raven- 
black hair, she haa glittçriUE black 
eyes, the fascination of which, It is 
aald, no man Is able to resist. 

In this respect ajTatn she is very sim- 
ilar to Rasputin. ' The notorious monk 
owed bis unique' success to the curious 
hypnotic influence ho was able to wlelil 
over wbmnn of every class and agre. 
Olga Ooroklioff has the oome gift — If It 
can be called a gift. ' Her 'hypnotic 
powers, perhaps, are even greater.

(Continued.) 
With the growth of large amalga- 
mations of national extent, such as 
the Amalgamated Society of ..En- 
gineers, and the Amalgamated Union 
of Carpenters, there can^e to be a 
small class of . highly trained and 
salaried offlcfals at the head of the 
trade union world, who took the 
place pf the ^ çasue^I, . «nd sometimes 
fanatic enthu^li^st. , The larger amal- 
gamations by this timè iiad built up 
good solid; constitutions and had a 
well organlzej^ central financial 
syistem. _ They were careful to admit 
only skilled "work^ra . tp. their ranks. 
The central groups of trade union 
officials .|.n London grew to be close 
personal frieiids, add the five men — 
Winiam Allan. Robert Applegarth, 
Daniel Guile, Edwin Coulson and Geo. 
OdgOT,:— formed what came to bo 
called the Junta. . The Junta was a 
aort of Informal cabinet for the trade 
union world, apd they by their care- 
ful and sagaciouBvOondttct^did much 
to bring the. movement through the 
encuing crises, . x The policy of the 
Junta was. the, combination of ex- 
treme caution In. trade matters and 
energetic agitation for: political re- 
forms. Their .trade policy was. In 
fact, restricted to securlhg for every 
workman those terms which the best 
employers .were willing voluntarily 
to grants They hoped to bring about 
all their reforms by political action 
and by Influence wl.th the legislature, 
and to do this- they had to overcome 
a natural repugnance in the trade 
union world to political action of any 
kind. About. 1860, the formation 
of permanent Trade- Counoite In all 
the -large centres was a great step in 
the consolidation of the Trade Union 
movement, and the Junta turned to 
these and made them .the political 
organs of the Trade ' Union world. 
The Trades Councils grew out of local 
delegate meetings or epeciar strike 
committees which had been only tem- 
porary affairs for some special emer- 
gency,. But now, after 1860, they be- 
came permanent and tine of the most 
influential parts of thé Trade Union 
m ojfe ment. The first great success 
o1f!tbefTrados Unions in thé lej^lsla- 
tlve field was the effecting of the re- 
peal of the old Master and Servant 
Act in 1-1867. • A'nother 'grèat victory 
was won by the Junta when in 1869 
they, secured an-^act which gave the 
Trade Unions :& legal stattis ' and 
guaranteed the protection of their 
funds. But Just at this time the vic- 
tory was offseVby the practice of In- 
terpreting the' common criminal law 
to Include such ipe^toeful methods lo 
secure the unlops' ends as picketing. 
To meet this new danger, the Junta, 
in 1871, called the first national 
Trade Union Congress to be held in 
London. , , . 

- The original idea, of: having an an- 
nual Trades Union Congress lielongs 
to thé Manchester and Salford Trades 
Council, when in 1866 they called to- 
gether the first Trades Union Con-, 
gross In : England. The aim of this 
Congress was to enllgliten the public 
ifaind in Its Igrnorahce of the opera- 
tions and principles of the trade 
unions, and also to take some prompt 
action in foiling those attempts b^ng 
made by the I,eglslature to Introduce 
a measure which might, prove detri- 
mental to. the InterestB of trade so 
cietles as a wholç. The London 
Junta had more or less frowned on 
this council and the' one held in the 
succeeding year at Birmlngl^m|^d 
it was not until tmder the prrasure of 
necessity, they called the Congress In 
the MetropollBj^ nd |TÙj to 
the real letÈdérs''^ïn'^rae''''^Se'. union 
movement took an active part In the 
Trades Union Congress. The Junta 
having accomplished their main ob 
Jept, i.e., the acquiring of a definite 
legal, status for their tmlons, now dis- 
solved and the. leadership was as- 
sumed by the. Parliamentary Commit- 
tee which had been appointed at the 
Trades Union Congress in the pre- 
vious March, and which Included all 
hte Principal leaders, of thje. chief me- 
tropolitan 'andvprovlndal societies of 
the time. . Thft most -significant fea- 
ture of the. trade-union world for the 
next four years was the agitation to 
secure the repeal of the Criminal Lav/ 
Amendment Act by which the govern- 
ment had deliberately.- struck a blow 
against the methods of all societies 
at»all periods. . The Liberal govern- 
ment, with Mr.;; Gladstone at Its bend, 
refused even to. consider the policy of 
altering .the ^^t.-- Thé Parliamen- 
tary CommItC«te ' did , not spare their 
èf forts and urK<?<l °^ whole trade 
unlpn world the • necessity of usln.g 
the .^qUs .to ma.ice thé|r. presence felt. 
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Dictator in history. Already she is a 
power in the iand.'f-4(5.jj..
